What are the roots of our 
service at SJC?

How does SJC fulfill its mission through service? 

As an institution of higher education, service to students is our top 
priority, as it aiways has been. However, we aiso strive to serve the 
common good, and preparing students to respond effectively to 
the challenges of such a social mission requires a special kind of 
curriculum. We provide them with the resources they need and 
give them specialized training. But how do we build their capacity 


for social mission? How should we serve those who serve others? We teach students to collaborate with others who 
share the same goals, but teaching is not the whole story. Although service may often be a community activity, it stems 
from a strong sense of personal responsibility. It requires a certain level of maturity to develop the inner understanding 
that enables one to give selflessly, to live a life outwardly focused. In order to fulfill our role as an institution that serves 
students, we lead by example-and this is where our Catholic identity comes in. Just as we are fiscally responsible, we 
are equally socially responsible with the gifts with which we have been entrusted. We advocate for social justice and 
empower students to do the same. We demonstrate for them how to tend to human needs, regardless of religious 
beliefs.

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When Assistant Professor of Education Dr. Jerry 
McKim ’72 learned he’d be going to Arizona, he knew he had 
to get in touch with three of his former students. Maureen 
Kennedy ’ll, Rosie Headley ’ll, and Josh Garrison ’ll 
are elementary school teachers in the Phoenix area. 
McKim was the advisor for the three graduates during their 
senior year student teaching, and he did not want to pass 
up the opportunity to visit them. 

“I was traveling to Tuscon with my wife, Georgia ’89,” 
said McKim. “Because I worked very closely with these 
three graduates, Georgia and I decided to fly into Phoenix 
first.” 

McKim made it a point to visit not only his former 
students, but his close friends. It’s that type of bond that 
McKim feels distinguishes SJC’s Education Department 
from others. 

“There’s something special about the professors at SJC. 
It’s the close, personal relationships we develop with our 
students. That’s just as much a testament to the quality and 
character of the professors as it is to the determination, 
attitude, and openness of our students. We go to great 
ends to serve our students and expose them to the most 
contemporary training in our field, and Josh, Rosie, and 
Maureen are perfect examples of what an SJC education 
can do for you.” 

Garrison teaches at Mountain Vista Middle School 
in Queen Creek. He teaches sixth, seventh, and eighth 
grade in a self-contained emotional disability classroom. 
Although he’s hit some rough patches, he loves every 
minute of his time at the school. “Dr. McKim told Maureen, 
Rosie and me that he’d visit us eventually, and when 1 got 
the call from him saying he’d be coming to see us, 1 was 
very excited. He was one of the best professors 1 had at SJC 
and helped shape me into who 1 am today.” 

Although school hadn’t started yet, McKim visited all 
three of the alumni in their classrooms. 


“Their professional preparation and enthusiasm were 
complimented by the school administrators who were in 
our presence,” said McKim. “Josh, Maureen, and Rosie 
all indicated to me that SJC thoroughly prepared them for 
their initial teaching positions.” 

It was how quickly the three were able to land teaching 
positions that truly shows how well SJC readied them for 
the future. Headley landed a position at HoHoKam Middle 
School in Coolidge after attending a job fair her senior 
year, where she was offered a job on the spot. As a special 
education teacher, Headley teaches sixth- and seventh- 
grade language arts and math. She is also the head coach 
of the varsity girls’ soccer team at Coolidge High School 
following her playing career at SJC. Headley was also 
thrilled to have the McKims visit. 

“Dr. McKim played a significant role in getting me to 
where 1 am today, and 1 will always be grateful for that.” 

Headley realizes how SJC has given her an edge. She is 
already developing her own language arts curriculum and 
has gained the attention and respect of her coworkers. 

“My coworkers thought 1 was much older. 1 think it was 
due to how 1 present myself and am able to articulate and 
communicate my thoughts, all qualities 1 learned at SJC. 1 
truly believe the Core Program has a tremendous impact 
on my development.” 

Maureen Kennedy is also teaching in Coolidge at West 
Elementary School. She teaches special education courses 
for grades K-5. Kennedy loves her job teaching and serving 
as Headley’s assistant soccer coach at Coolidge High 
School. “It was great to see a familiar face from SJC and 
have him see my first, very own classroom,” said Kennedy. 
He and the rest of SJC’s Education Division prepared me 
with the resources 1 need to relate to my students and 
make their learning more interactive.” 

In his visit. Dr. McKim showed how professors can often 
become lifelong friends. Not only do the students see it, 
but their employers do as well.

The Higher Learning Commission (HLC) Primer 


Every 1 0 years we are up for re-accreditation by The 
Higher Learning Commission (HLC). The HLC will visit 
SJC February 13-15, 2012 to make a recommendation on 
reaffirmation of the College’s accreditation. The HLC will 
speak to all segments on campus. These interviews are 
designed to assess how well we’re fulfilling our educational 
mission. 

To prepare for this visit, the College conducted a self- 
study, led by Dr. John Nichols, who devoted a great deal of 
time, energy, and effort to this significant undertaking. The 
study assessed how well we’re meeting core components 
of our mission and the strengths and weaknesses that we 
can identify for ourselves. The idea behind the self-study is 
to have “no surprises” during the HLC visit. 


In 2010-11, five different work groups were formed, 
with representatives from all areas of campus. There are 
five criteria upon which we are accredited, upon which 
we are accredited, such as Mission & Integrity, Teaching 
& Learning, and Service. Each group was charged with 
gathering data for one of the criteria, with each of the 
criteria forming a chapter of a narrative document. This 
document underwent a thorough group editing process. 
When the chapters became a fairly full draft, they were 
sent to the HLC Steering Committee. The final document 
was posted online as a .pdf. 

At the end of their visit, the HLC will make some 
preliminary observations. A full report will follow. The 
results will then be announced to the SJC community. 


College Invites Public Comments for Upcoming Accreditation Visit 


Saint Joseph’s College will undergo a comprehensive 
evaluation visit February 1 3- 1 5, 20 1 2 , by a team representing 
The Higher Learning Commission (HLC) of the North 
Central Association of Colleges and Schools. Saint Joseph’s 
College has been accredited by the Commission since 
1950. Its accreditation is at the Master’s degree level and 
includes a degree site at one other location, Lafayette, 
within the state. 

The Higher Learning Commission is one of six accrediting 
agencies in the United States that provide institutional 
accreditation on a regional basis. Institutional accreditation 
evaluates an entire institution and accredits it as a whole. 
Other agencies provide accreditation for specific programs. 
Accreditation is voluntary. The Commission accredits 
approximately 1,100 institutions of higher education in a 
nineteen-state region. The Commission is recognized by 
the U.S. Department of Education. 

For the past year and a half. Saint Joseph’s College has 
been engaged in a process of self-study, addressing the 
Commission’s requirements and criteria for accreditation. 
The evaluation team will visit the institution to gather 
evidence that the self-study is thorough and accurate. The 
team will recommend to the Commission a continuing 


status for the College; following a review process, the 
Commission itself will take the final action.

Allen Borck 80 first became aware of Saint Joseph s 
College through his parish priest. Being from a small 
northwest town in Ohio, he knew a large university was 
not for him. Having chosen to attend SJC, he was originally 
a Pre-Med major before his plans took a detour, and he 
refocused his course of study to Education at the junior 
high/high school level: “1 started in the Pre-Med program. 
This was before 1 met Dr. John Nichols, my first semester 
Core 1 instructor, and received a double D. Yes, 1 did 
deserve them. This eliminated medical school from my 
future; 1 also received a C from Dr. Duvall Jones in Biology, 
and that started me down the path to my current career.” 

When he arrived at SJC, athletic training was in its infancy 
at Division 11 and Division ill schools and even more rare 
at the high school level. An athletic trainer in high school, 
Borck continued this path throughout his career at SJC. 

Borck worked on his National Certification as an athletic 
trainer through the apprenticeship program under Brad 
Smith, A.T.C.: “1 believe 1 was the first student in Saint 
Joseph’s College history to receive National Certification 
as an athletic trainer under the apprenticeship program.” 
As part of the apprenticeship, certification was required in 
some type of advanced first aid. He decided to become an 
EMT-B, so that, he explains, “1 could be like Johnny and 
Roy on the 70s TV show ‘Emergency’ (1 believe 1 have now 
really dated myself).” 

During his years at SJC, his Eriday nights as an athletic 
trainer were spent on the sidelines of Kankakee Valley 
High School football games; after graduation, he did the 
same at Rensselaer Central High School. He secured a 
teaching position in

was eliminated when President Reagan was elected. Borck 
says, “Teachers were facing lay offs and job eliminations 
long before today. 1 fell back on my second career as an 
EMT-B and continued to volunteer as athletic trainer at the 
local high school, still searching for a teaching position.” 

in 1984, Borck decided that he was probably not going to 
find a full-time teaching position, a decision that led him to 
enroll in St. Elizabeth Paramedic Training Program at a time 
when the paramedic industry was still in its infancy. Borck 
graduated in July 1985 and was immediately hired by St. 
Elizabeth Hospital to work for their 91 1 EMS service. Borck 
recalls, “1 was living my dream. 1 was a paramedic helping 
people. 1 still lived in Rensselaer and worked for the local 
funeral home-based ambulance service. 1 also assisted in 
bringing advanced life support to rural EMS in Rensselaer.” 

Eulfilling his strong desire to educate, Borck began 
teaching in the Paramedic Program part time in 1989 while 
still working full-time as a paramedic for St. Elizabeth 
Hospital, in 2002, he became the full-time EMS Education 
Coordinator for St. Elizabeth Health. 

No longer in its infancy, pre-hospital EMS was being 
reevaluated at the national level. The US government 
sought a national standard instead of having various state 
standards. To this point, no paramedic program was 
required to be nationally accredited, in 2006, the EMS 
agenda for the future was developed, and Indiana was one 
of the states that then required national accreditation for 
all paramedic training programs. One of the requirements 
of accreditation was the ability of the institution to grant 
college credits, not necessarily a degree.

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Since Franciscan St. Elizabeth Health does not grant 
college credits and the program was held in Tippecanoe 
County, Borck began to explore other local options. 
He knew the St. Elizabeth School of Nursing had an 
arrangement with Saint Joseph’s College to grant a BSN 
degree, so he began to explore this as an option. Would 
the College have an interest in the development of an 
associate’s degree program off campus? 

Uncovering the answer to that question generated many 
conversations, emails and phone calls in the summer of 
2008 with, Borck says, “None other than Dr. John Nichols, 
the professor who, 32 years earlier, had given me a 
double D in Core 1 and started me on my career path that 
eventually led to instructing paramedic students. It amazes 
me how things seem to come full circle.” 

They spent more than a year looking at all the options and 
possibilities. Borck recalls they decided that development 
of an associate’s degree in Paramedic Science was the 
best option, especially with the progression of EMS as a 
profession: “No better partnership than with my alma 
mater — Saint Joseph’s College — and my long-time 
employer, Eranciscan St. Elizabeth Health.” 

The Paramedic Training Program consists of mostly 
non-traditional students. There are single parents, married 
students with and without children, students who already 
have bachelor’s degrees, up to and including students with 
master’s degrees looking for a more fulfilling purpose in 
life. Most students come from Tippecanoe and surrounding 
counties, but anyone certified by the state of Indiana as an 
EMT-B is eligible for the Program. 

Like many of his students in the Paramedic Program, 
Borck is a lifelong learner — he is currently enrolled in a 
M.Ed. program. Looking at how the Paramedic Program has 
evolved, Borck reflects on his own evolution-the detour 
that his career took from what he planned when he started 
out 32 years ago. “1 wondered on several occasions why 1 
had chosen Saint Joseph’s College. Would 1 ever use my 
degree? Why did 1 get Dr. Nichols for Core 1?” The answers 
to these questions are revealed in Borck’s philosophy about 
life. “1 understand and accept God’s plan for my life. Is it 
the path 1 chose? Not exactly, but 1 have used my education 
and experiences gained at Saint Joseph’s throughout my 
life. Life is a journey — let it happen.” 
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At Saint Joseph’s College, students play an active role 
in shaping their college experience. They join clubs, play 
sports, and make friendships that will last a lifetime. These 
are personal accomplishments, and they will always be 
remembered by those who achieved them. One student 
has made an impact on campus that can be shared by 
the entire SJC community, a restoration process that 
has brought people together in a setting that is beautiful 
and nostalgic. Kathi Corwin ’12, a History major from 
Valparaiso, Ind., made Lake Banet her personal project 
for the summer of 2011, and she resurrected a campus 
resource in need of some tender loving care. 

Corwin spent her last two summers working for Mark 
Brouwer ’04, SJC’s former Director of Event Services and 
current Director of Development. The office is in charge 
of coordinating logistics for on-campus events and making 
sure the campus facilities are able to support them. It was 
clear to Brouwer and Corwin that one campus facility 
could stand out as a jewel on SJC’s property with some 
investment of resources. It was decided that Corwin would 
serve as the Assistant Lake Manager and try to revive it 
as a popular attraction and aesthetically pleasing setting. 
It would have been difficult for anyone to imagine the 
unbelievable turnaround Lake Banet made in just three 
months, and Corwin is one of the biggest reasons for its 
turnaround. 

“Going back to the summer of 201 0, 1 was quite involved 
with Lake Banet and the events that were held there,” 


said Corwin. “This summer, 1 expressed interest in lake 
management and playing a more active role, and Mark 
appointed me to the position.” 

Although she was ready to tackle the beautification 
project, it was difficult to figure out where to start. Because 
she and Brouwer had never managed a lake before, much 
of the summer was spent figuring out the best way to go 
about the beautification process. There hadn’t been many 
resources allocated to Lake Banet in quite some time. 
The gardens were overgrown, the guardhouse needed 
organizing, and some of the tools needed replacing. 
Cleaning up the gardens proved to be very time consuming 
and required a lot of labor, including picking weeds and 
trimming the nearby trees. The biggest project turned out 
to be the new picnic tables purchased. 

“We purchased 25 new picnic tables from Stark Truss 
Company, Inc. and put them together with the help of the 
Office of Institutional Advancement and Marketing. We 
then proceeded to stain all the tables before they were 
put to use. The whole process took about a month of daily 
work.” 

One upgrade whose completion Corwin is looking 
forward to is the improved electrical capacity at the Lake. 
This will allow bands to play there and usher in many 
more possibilities for how the space can be utilized. It’s 
another step towards Corwin’s goal to increase its visibility 
while maintaining the surrounding environment and 
encouraging people to visit the Lake and use it for events.

“I want people to know that it’s out there and they can 
utilize the space for their needs. Also, 1 would like people 
to be aware of everyone who has helped improve the 
Lake. The space is really beautiful and can offer a lot of 
possibilities for fun and memorable events.” 

Many people have given their time to help improve the 
space. Corwin has donated various tools and resources 
such as the mulch for the gardens, the edging around five 
of the smaller trees, and stain for the picnic tables. She 
made a pledge to donate $1 ,000 worth of equipment in an 
effort to make herself a Fellow. The young alumni discount 
requires a donation of $1,000 over a five year period. 
Corwin is already halfway to making her mark. With all 
the time, tools, and energy Corwin has expended at Lake 
Banet, people on campus and off have taken notice. 

“Years ago, my wife and three kids would spend almost 
every Saturday and Sunday swimming at Lake Banet,” said 
Steve Roberts, SJC Fellow and owner of Charlie Roberts 
Auto Center in Rensselaer. “The kids enjoyed it, and we 
always had a great time. We’d just sit, relax, and read a 
book and watch our kids grow up. This summer, while 
fishing with my good friend Mike Altman, 1 noticed the new 
additions and changes, and it reminded me of how great 
Lake Banet is for unwinding and enjoying the outdoors. 
This summer, 1 witnessed the most beautiful sunsets at 
Lake Banet.” 

SJC Campus Minister Br. Tim Hemm, C.PRS. ’70 spends 
a lot of time at Lake Banet, where he keeps a trailer. He has 


been delighted with the improvements made at the Lake. 
Early in the school year. Campus Ministry held Chili at the 
Lake, where students could come enjoy a good meal in 
the outdoors. Br. Tim complimented the picnic benches 
and fire pits and expressed gratitude for the facelift given 
to the Lake. 

“The general atmosphere at Lake Banet is great, and 
the group that came to Chili at the Lake had a wonderful 
time,” said Br. Tim. We comfortably held a group of 70 
people there, and it seemed every one of them enjoyed 
their time there.” 

The three new fire pits will make for excellent nighttime 
entertainment for years to come, and the addition of a 
boat ramp has made for easy access to the water for 
boaters. Combined with the enlarged swimming area and 
new buoys, every aspect of the Lake’s offerings has been 
addressed in some way. 

“1 am blown away by all of the work that has been 
done out there. The Event Services Office, which includes 
all the lifeguards, together with the Office of Institutional 
Advancement and Marketing, got so much accomplished, 
if it wasn’t for everyone pitching in and helping, 1 could 
never have gotten as much work done as 1 did this 
summer. But the work isn’t done yet. There can always be 
something done to improve Lake Banet,” said Corwin. 

As Corwin finishes up her senior year, it’s a certainty that 
Lake Banet will do nothing but improve. 
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In thinking about what it means to be a member of 
the Saint Joseph’s College community, one word tends to 
repeat itself — service. SJC has 
long held the belief that service 
to those in need is essential to 
building loving relationships 
with oneself, with God, and 
with others.

SJCMO was started over a decade ago by Fr. Jim 
Froelich, C.PP.S. ’51. Fr. Froelich was a Missionary from 
SJC who landed in Africa to help start a seminary. While in 
Africa, however, he passed away in 1998 of complications 
and fatigue from his missionary work with the Tanzanians. 
He was the first Missionary from the C.PP.S. to pass away 
in Africa, and SJCMO holds an annual event to keep his 
memory and project alive — assisting with the work he 
helped begin at Saint Caspar’s College, a major seminary 
for the Missionaries of the Precious Blood, in Morogoro, 
Tanzania. The C.PP.S. have maintained a strong presence 
in Tanzania, as have many other members of the SJC 
community. SJC Adjunct Faculty of Foreign Languages Alan 
McFarland, a native of Tanzania, has served as Chairman of 
SJCMO for the past eight years. 

Kreilkamp taught Philosophy for four years at Jordan 
University College in Morogoro. He was instrumental in the 
formation of the institution, which had a total enrollment of 
25 students when he began teaching. The institution now 
has close to 1 ,300 undergraduate students, as well as others 
working towards their master’s and doctoral degrees. 

Kreilkamp and his wife, Mary Ellen ’75, sacrificed much 
in their work in Tanzania through SJCMO, but they have

Indiana. 

One of Kreilkamp’s

He is currently working 
on a new book, which he hopes to have published by 
Salvitorianum Publishing House of Jordan University

in the Village of Hope. Founded by the Adorers of the Blood 
of Christ as a response to the area’s AIDS epidemic, the 
Village of Hope is located in the center of one of the poorest 
regions of Tanzania. The Village houses 140 children who 
have AIDS and are undergoing antiretroviral therapy. None 
of the children have biological family support. Instead, 
they are living in one of the Village’s family dwellings with 
adoptive parents and six to eight other children. The Village 
also provides assistance to HIV positive children and their 
families who live nearby. 

In March 2010, the group held a benefit concert featuring 
performances by SJC Assistant Professor of Economics 
Dr. John Kennedy and Krishanna Baker ’12 of Delphi, 
Ind. and Ethan Avina ’12 of Lyons, Ohio. There was also 
a performance by Cam’s Trio, a threesome consisting 
of Cameron Cullers ’ll of Detroit, Mich., junior Kelso 
Daning ’13 of Elkhart, Ind., and Will Orchard, a Rensselaer 


resident. The concert generated just under $650 for the 
Village of Hope. Sodexo gave students the opportunity 
to donate a meal resulting in an $805 contribution to the 
Village of Hope. 

“Our goal is to raise awareness and find the means 
to support people in need,” said James Bertucci ’12, a 
member of SJCMO. “There are so many people struggling 
in the world, but we can help by doing the little things that 
make a difference.” 

Saint Joseph’s College has always fostered the idea 
of service to those in need. SJCMO has carried through 
with the belief that we are all servants of God, and as 
His servants, we are to give what we can to further the 
mission of SJC and the C.PP.S. It’s this call to service that 
has distinguished the SJC community as one that is always 
finding ways to better society, whether in Jasper County or 
Tanzania.

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As part of a sustainability effort to take advantage 
fresh, locally grown food, Saint Joseph’s College freshmen 
prepared a weekly meal with fresh produce grown in the 
Learning Garden, a small plot of land just west of Sparling 
Ave. next to Joseph L. Minielli Memorial Soccer Field. The 
project was dubbed Harvest Fest 2011. 

The garden was planted and tended to through the 
summer by Associate Professor of Education Dr. Lana 
Zimmer with the help of two interns, junior Biology majors 
Sarah Todd and Amanda Rousseau.

The men’s and women’s 
basketball teams opened 

practice on October 1 5 as both 
teams look to make waves in 
the competitive Great Lakes 
Valley Conference 
(GLVC). 

The women’s 
team opened 
camp with 21 
players on the 
roster, including eight 

returnees. The core of 
the team has been 

together for the past 
three seasons, including 
all five starters from the 
9-18 squad of 2010-11. 
A mainstay in the 
starting line-up a 
season ago, senior 
Britney Cmse

returns as the Pumas’ leading scorer. Cmse averageqover 15 
points per game while collecting a team-best 64 steals>Q ne of 
the best free throw shooters in the GLVC, Cruse took 1 59 foul 
shots last season, converting at an 80% clip. 

Senior Tatiana Ortiz averaged nearly 15 points a game 
last season while pulling in more than four rebounds a 
game. Ortiz and Cruse were the main ball handlers as they 
combined for 123 assists in 2010-1 1 . The duo also averaged 
over 30 minutes a game last year, but with a deeper roster, 
they will have more time to rest. 

With tune-up games against Ball State, Valparaiso, and 
Indiana University-Purdue University Indianapolis (lUPUl), 
the Pumas were tested early in preparation for a much 
tougher non-conference schedule. SJC opened the season 
at Richard F. Scharf Alumni Fieldhouse against perennially 
top-tiered team Grand Valley State University on November 
13, followed by two tournaments hosted by Quincy and 
Ashland. 

The Pumas will be taking on Great Lakes Intercollegiate 
Athletic Conference (GLIAC) foes Wayne State University 
and Ferris State University in December to round out their 
non-conference opponents. SJC will open GLVC play on 
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December 1 when it hosts Northern Kentucky University. 
Two days later, SJC Hall of Famer Dave Smith ’86 and 
Bellarmine University will visit Rensselaer for another 
battle. The Pumas picked up an 88-79 victory over the 
Knights last season, the first time head coach Brandon 
Turner defeated BU in his tenure. 

The men’s team suffered through injuries last season 
as it qualified for the GLVC Tournament for the fifth time 
in head coach Richard Davis’ tenure. Davis begins his 
sixth season at the helm of the Pumas and eighth with the 
program. He returns three starters from last year’s squad 
along with healthier upperclassmen that were a part of the 
Pumas’ run to the Elite Eight in 2009-10. 

SJC welcomes the healthy return of senior Phillip 
Collins, who became the NCAA Midwest Regionals Most 
Outstanding Player in 2010, but saw action in only 17 
games last season, averaging less than 1 0 points a contest. 
Also back in action is junior Dayvon Sloan, who played in 
17 games and averaged 1 1 points per game. 

Back for their senior campaigns are Cory Hrynyk ’12, 
Jake Hassler ’12, and Jade Anthrop ’12. The trio was a 
strong presence in the NCAA Tournament two years ago 
and will bring a wealth of experience to the team. Anthrop 
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played in 25 games last season as an added ball handler 
while the Pumas went without Sloan. Hassler will continue 
to be a post presence, and Hrynyk is a tough defensive 
match-up with his ability to play different positions. 

Always a strong defensive team, SJC allowed less than 
70 points per game last season. With a healthy line-up, the 
Pumas look to regain momentum in the CLVC. SJC opened 
the 2011-12 campaign at home on November 16 against 
Hillsdale College. 

The Pumas will continue their non-conference tour of 
CLIAC opponents at the Indianapolis Classic on November 
25 and 26. SJC will play Northern Michigan University and 
Lake Superior State University at the tournament. The 
Pumas will make trips to Michigan Tech and Central State 
in December, but their toughest non-conference challenge 
will come from lUPUl on December 8. 

The CLVC will go back to a more traditional scheduling 
set-up this season, as there will be just an East and West 
Division. With defending national champions and CLVC foe 
Bellarmine University slated for two games this season, the 
Pumas look to be in mid-season form for the opening CLVC 
weekend. SJC will host the Knights on December Sand will 
continue the divisional series on Eebruary 9 in Louisville.

THE TALE OF THE 39-YEAR-OLD SJC CLASS RING CAPER ^ 

In Evanston, Illinois, around 1972, Denny Harris ’69 lost his SJC 
class ring. 

Flash forward 39 years later, to July 2011. SJC Alumni and Parent 
Relations Director Kendra Illingworth '93 received a package with a 
handwritten note from a man in Portland, Oregon, who discovered 
the ring rolling around a Portland sidewalk two years ago. Illingworth 
sent the ring and the note to Harris immediately, who said, “It was a 
welcome sight to see after 39 years of the ring traveling the country 
like a wandering minstrel.” 

It seemed the ring must have “gone through the ringer” because 
it had a large, lawn-mower-like dent in it and the stone was chipped. 
Harris visited a jeweler to see if he could get the ring straightened 
out, and the jeweler said it was possible— for a $50 charge, but he 
could not guarantee complete satisfaction. He recommended going 
back to Jostens in Minnesota. They often repair their rings as part of 
their warranty service for less than $100. So Harris sent the ring to 
Jostens, and they said it was too damaged to repair. However, they 
were able to recast it for about $69 because they have the SJC mold, 
so that Harris was able to get a totally new ring, which he received on 
September 12. How does it look? Harris exclaims, “Beautiful— just like 
newl Well, of course. ..because it is new. They probably melted down 
my old ring.” Harris emailed the man who found the ring and thanked 
him profusely. Harris also thanked Illingworth for all of her “Sherlock 
Holmesian efforts— now the cycle is complete.”

Homecoming 201 1 marked the 50* reunion of the Class 
of 1961. In June of 2000, members of the Class of 1961 
chose to raise funds for the Campus Gateway Complex to 
celebrate their 40* reunion. The campus entrance was an 
important first step in the vision of a unified campus image. 

One hallmark of the Campus Gateway is the Fountain 
and Reflecting Pond — welcoming students, alumni, and 
guests to campus for generations. To preserve this icon, 
the Classes of 1960 (in 2010) and 1961 (in 2011) — in honor 
of their 50* reunions — adopted the restoration of the 
structure as an honor class gift project. 

Together, these classes raised $44,973 — an investment 
in the most important impression the campus of Saint 
Joseph’s College can make: the first impression. Thank 
you — one and all.

FOUNTAIN Starting in May, Jim Thomas 
of the SJC Carpenter Shop braved the sum- 
mer 2011 heat five days a week, coming in at 
5:00 a.m. and working 10-hour days (and some 
Saturdays) to repair the fountain. When asked 
about the work, Thomas said, ‘All of the foun- 
tain had to be redone because it was so dete- 
riorated; it had been in need of repair for seven 
to eight years. We had to rebuild the base un- 
derneath and put concrete in. To make it inter- 
esting, we mixed old rocks and new rocks. We 
started with face rock and then used finish rock. 
Filling and testing had to be done before school 
started."
